•ange from $2,000 to $3,000, and tbe 
bird class from $1,000 to $2,000. 


Nevada has 136 Postoffioea of all 


classes.

s the fourth class, where the salary IB 
ess than $1,000, and the appointment 


made by the Postmaster General. 


The Presidential offices are eleven in 
lumber. 
There are no offices of tbe 


irst class in the State.

develop into the blackleg, affecting a 
higher order of creation.

;here were seme unscrupulous man who 
would sell the milk of a blackleg in- 
fected cow, or the flesh of an infected 
bull, how would it fate with the human 
race? To be sure, the conditions re- 
quisite for the development of the con- 
tagion might not be present in one case 
out of a hundred thousand; but if the 
disease uiilk or meat should meet the 
human being demoralized, so to say 
enough to receive the germ and allow it 
:o fructify, what new and dreaded dis- 
ease would be evolved? Smallpox and 
other diseases will not develop them- 
selves, unless tbe human body, through 
avorable conditions, gives them an op- 
portunity to fructify and develop. This 
s a serious consideration, and local 
scientists and evolutionists are invited 
:o state their views on tbe subject.
